English Mail.

In Decorabor last a law was passed 
•macting that the sous born in France 
of foreigners also born in France were 
liable to military service. Tho Minister 
of War, in pursuance of this law, 
warns all youths born in 1803 and 
1858, of foreign parents born in 
Franc©, that to avoid incorporation in 
the army tho mere declaration of their 
nationality will not bo sufficient; they 
"will have to produce a certificate from 
their ambassador residing hore, getting 
forth that they still retain their na- 
tional status as foreigners. If they 
cannot produca such a certificate they 
will be considered liable to all tho 
consequences of the military law, just 
as if they were French citizens. As 
tht contingent of 187-i is about to be 
formed, those of pur countarymen 
"bora here in 1S53, and whose fathers 
were themselves born in France, hare 
no time to lose to provide themselves 
with the requsite certificate as to their 
' nationality. 

' j A lively controversial war is going 
on about tea. Roundly speaking, 
160,000,000 lbs. weight of tea are con- 
sumed annually in tho United King- 
dom, and the duty paid at the reduced 
rate of Gd per lb, amounts to between 
£3,000,000, and £-1,000,000. Ono 
would have supposed that a nation 
which consumed so vast a quantity of 
tea would be pretty good judges of 
tea. But, according to some of tho 
disputants this appears not to bo tho 
case. "There is no article of food 
•bout which consumers as a body 
know so littlo." Tho ambition of every 
grocer, ho tells us, is to sell tea at 2s 
a pound, and seeing that tho public 
know little or nothing about tea, and 
that tea in bond varies from thrao 
pence to throe shillings a pound, this 
:; it an ambiiion which ho is very easily 
able to indulge in even if we take in- 
to account tho duty of Gd. per lb. 
"Ten, which is sold by many respec- 
table grocers at three shillings and 
four shillings per lb., does not cost 
more, including "duty, than Is. Gd." 
and a "Tea-drinker" goes on to say 
that "tho great majority of tho tea- 
drinking public have probably never 
tasted a good cup of tea in 
their lives." There are, however, 
Borne wealthy pooplo who can 
appreciate first-rate tea, and would 
like to get it. But tboy cannot — at 
least, they do not get tho best. "The 
cream of tho Chinese tea crop goos to 
Russia as a matter of course, because 
thore is no market for it in England." 
This is not the fault of tho rich Eng- 
lig consumer, but of tho dealers, 'who 
are afraid of stock which would re- 
quire over 3s por lb. to give them 
any profit." "Tho tea which tho 
Russian buy would cost from 2a 6d to 
3s par lb. in Loudon iu bond." The 
conclusion came to upon this state- 
ment is that a case is made out for a 
inution in the number of inter- 
ediaries who now utancl between tho 
Chineso producer and tho British 
drinker of tea. | ift . 

TUB CONST AHLESHIP OF TUB TO WEB. 

Tho Loudon correspondent of tho 
"Manchester Guardian" writes:-— 
"Considerable discussion appears to 
have boon aroused in military circles 
by the appointment of Gen. Sir Char- 
lea Yorko to the Coustabloship of tha 
Tower. It soomed to have occaoioii- 
od some surprise and no little com- 
ment that the authorities should thus 
apparently have cast a slur upon a 
gallant officer by passing his junior 
over his head. Gen. Sir George 
Bowles, Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Tower, is seuior iu the army to Sir 
Charles Yorke, who uow becomes his 
obief. But it appears that there has 
been more than one reason for tho 
nomination. The offieo of Consta- 
ble requires considerable personal ac- 
thqn, including sorvices th"n,t can scar- 
cely bo performed by deputy. The 
Into Field Marshal Sir YV. Gomm, 
aged as ho was, performed these du.

The principal objection urged 
' agaiustMr. Mackenzie, both in Parlia- 
ment ami in the Opposition pre3s ; ;in 
"bo far as the westward course of em- 
. pire is concerned, seems to be that he 
moves too fast, acts too quickly. The 
"Canadian Pacific Railway Act of 1874 
' provides that "A line of electrip tele- 
graph shall be constructed in advance 
of the said railway andbranches.aloug 
:the whole extent respectively, as soon 
as practicable after tho location of the 
line shall have been determined up- 
on." Tho gravamen of the charge of 
the Opppsition seems to have been that 
Mr. Mackenzie was going ahead of 
railway location with 'telegraphic con- 
struction. It was charged against 
him that the Georgian Bay Branch 
Railway and other portions of the sys- 
tem necessary to opening tho gates 
of the Great Morth-West to 
the tide of European emigration wore too 
hurriedly undertaken. Ho stood ready 
nearly a year ago to commence tho Es- 
quimaux anaimo Railway, and that work 
would havo been in active operation, 
affording omplojment to thousands of 
men and presenting a ready market for 
our producers had not the local Govern- 
ment intervened. In pursuance of Lord 
Carnarvon's decision ho was again ready 
' to commenco that work when tho Oppo- 
sition contended that he was going too 
fast — that this work should be subject to 
tho 11th section of the Act which pro- 
vides that "No contract for tho construc- 
tion of any portion of the main lino of 
the said rnilw,iy shall be binding until it 
shall have been laid before tho House of 
■ Commons for one mout h without being 
disapproved, unless sooner approved by 
a resolution of tho House." Having suc- 
ceeded in convincing the Commons that 
to enforce this provision in respect of the 
work in question would practically re- 
sult in a year's daluy an 1 in trifling with 
Lord Carnarvon's decision and Oolum- 
bia's rights, tho Bill giving the Govern 
meijt the necessary powers to proceed at 
once with the work was passed by a vote 
of 101 to 5'2. Unfortunately, however, 
tho repudiation by our Government of 
the Relaxation agreed upon by Lord 
Carnarvon became koowu at Ottawa in 
time to kill tin; Bill in the Senate. But it 
is not alone in these circumstances that 
ono may discover indications on tho part 
of the new Premier uf a ready apprecia- 
tion of the great work of empire and apti- 
tude and alacrity 111 recognizing and en- 
tering upon the duty of the hour. The 
measure i bo early taken for negotiating 
treaties with the Indian tribes und for 
becoming acquainted with and taking 
more practical pos<ession of the vast

Indian Affairs- 

Editor Colonist. — The "Standard" 
had a leadoron the lstinst. under the 
above heading in which aspersions are 
cast upon the conduct of a majority of 
a select Committeo of the Legislative 
Assembly of this Province, appointed 
to enquire into and report upon tho con- 
dition of the Indians with regard to 
their lnuds and reserves. Of that 
committee I bad the honor to be 
Chairman, and I feel that I would be 
derelict in m y duty towurds my col- 
leagues on that committeo, as well as 
to myself, if I allowed to pass un- 
challenged and uncorrected tho many 
mistatomeuts mado in the" Standard's" 
article. 

In order that tho public may bo 
placed in a position to judge fairly 
this question on its merits, and to de- 
termine for themselves who did and 
who did not "burko" tho roport which 
the committee had b^en ordered to 
make to the House, I will, with your 
permission, as briefly as I can, sketch 
the history of tho committee and its 
work from tho date of its appoint- 
ment to its dissolution. 

Shortly after the commencement of 
tho late session Dr. Tolmio moved for 
copies of all correspondence nnd pa- 
pers upon Indian affairs, that had 
passed botween our Provincial Gov- 
ernment and tho Douiiuion Govern- 
ment. This motion was curried; and 
a few days subsequently I moved for 
a committee to tako them into consi- 
deniLijn, when they should bo placed 
before the Houso. This motion was 
also carried; and in order to show that 
a one-aided enquiry was not wishod 
for, nor intended, I need only say 
that I myself nominated tho two 
members of tho Government lor the 
committee. 

Day after day, and week after week 
wo waited for the correspondence, not 
forgetting occasionally to jog the 
memory of the Premier upon the sub- 
ject, until at length, our patience fairly 
wearied out with wailing, wo indig- 
nantly demanded its production. Tho 
Premier then promised thpt it should 
bo laid before tho Houso on tho mor- 
row. For once he was apparently as 
good as his word, 'or on tho morrow 
ho presented to the House what pur- 
ported to be, what he said was, tho 
correspondence asked for. This was 
ordered by the House to bo printed, 
and Mr. Speaker at once sept it to tho 
printing otlico for that purpose. On 
tho same day 1 (as chairman aiuious 
to have a sitting of the committee) 
weut to both the Premier and Chiof 
Commissioner and asked them if thoy 
would moot next morning. JThey both 
said they would not; Mr. Wulketn ad- 
ding ho could not think of sitting on 
committee until the correspondence 
should bo printed. To suit their con- 
venience, I deferred for a day or two, 
the appointment of a timo for the 
committee to meet, and I asked them 
to lix u timo to suit themselves. This 
also they refused to do, and it then 
became my imperative duty, as tho 
mission was supposed to bo rapidly ap- 
proaching its end, to appoint a moot- 
ing of tho committee. This I did.nnd I 
instructed tho clerk of tho House to 
notify ali tho committeemen to nttond. 
At tho timo appointed Messrs. Wal- 
kom and Beaven wore absent, and tho 
rest of the members of tho commitloo 
wero informed that tho correspon- 
dence had not yet come from the prin- 
ters. Tho committee then adjourned 
until the following day, with tho Bftine 
result; the members of tho Govern- 
ment not present, and the correspon- 
dence not printed. Again an ad- 
journment until next day; Messrs. 
Walkoin and Beaven again nbsont.and 
tho correspondence still unprinted. 
Roused otieo more to emphatic action, 
I then discovered ,that', notwithstand- 
ing about a fortnight had elapsed 



since tho House had ordered that cor- 
respondence to bo printed, not a word 
not even a syllnblo had been put 
typo! Moreover, I learned that it was 
not even in the printing office! It had 
beon abstracted therefrom, without tho 
knowledge of tho Speaker or the 
House, and it was at that particular 
time in tho hands of the Deputy Pro- 
vincial Socrotary. In explanation, 
Mr. Good said tho papers he had 
takon from the printers wero not the 
correspondence at all, but (to use his 
own language) "a bundle of nondes- 
cript odds and ends of papers, that 
Mr. Walkem had laid boforo tho 
Houso." In short, Sir, I found (if 
you will oxcuso a very emphatic, ifjuot 
very refined phraso) that tho leader of 
the Government had presented "bo- 
gus" correspondence to tho House! 
This, of course, he afterwards explain- 
ed to have been a mistake; but, mistako 
or not, the fact remains that wo had 
waited a full month for the Indian 
correspondence, and the genuino ar- 
ticle was then being prepared. 

In course of time another batch of 
Indian correspondence was presonted 
to the House, and it was said to bo 
tho "Simon pure" this timo. Again 
a timo was appointed for the" commit- 
tee to meet, and the nsualjnotice given 
through the clerk of tho Houso, and 
"_y advertisement in the "Standard." 
All the members of tho committee ox- 
copt the ministers attended, when tho 
correspondence was carefully read 
and discussed. After two or three 
meetings, all regularly appointed hav- 
ing boon held, aud the day of proro 
gation having been iiied for Thursday 
tho 22nd ultimo, tho committee de- 
cided that it was useless to wait longer 
for Messrs. "Walkem and Beaven to 
attend, ard they drow up their roport, 
aud presented it to the Houso, two 
days before prorogation day Mr Wal- 
kem not liking tho report apparently, 
objected to git on tho ground that 
neither he nor Mr. Beaven had been 
at any of tho sittings of the commit- 
tee, and that the committeo had not 
had all tho evidenco and information 
upon the question. 

He intimated that if ho nnd his col- 
leaguo had an opportunity they would 
place boforo the committee ovidence 
that would put tho affair in an entirely 
new dress. He at the samo time said 
tho whole of tho correspondence had 
not boon boforo tho committeo, inas- 
much as for certain reasons, which ho 
explained soomingly to his own satis- 
faction, ho had withheld a portion 
which was strongly in favor of the Pro- 
vincial Govornmsnt. The report was 
then referred back to committee, and 
the committee was instructed to report 
again next day. This was done with 
the unanimous consent of the commit- 
teo, and it was done, moreover, with 
tho oxpress understanding, that Moss- 
rs. Walkem and Beaven would meet 
and supply tho evidence in thoir pos- 
session. 

It must now bo borne in mind that 
thore was only ono moro day before 
prorogation and IappointodlO o'clock 
a.m. next day to meet. Did Mr. Wal- 
kem put himself out of the way to 
keep h's word and place before tho 
Committee the valuable evidence at 
his disposal ? Certainly not. But he 
did put himself out of the way and 
others also, in order apparently not 
to do it. He k opt us in sossion all 
thai night until five o'clock next morn- 
ing, and then suddenly sprung a trap, 
by calling upon his Brigade to carry 
for him an adjournment until tho 
hour of prorogation next day. Thus 
by his own act ho made it impossible 
for tho Committee to report, if not to 
prosecute their enquiry. I folt that 
we wero beaten, out-mancnuvored in 
fact; but I should not have cons dorod 
myself worthy to be the representitive 
of tho sturdy, independent men of 
Cowichau if I had surrendered with- 
out making ono more struggle in the 
interests of a good cause, i determin- 
ed that tho enquiry should go on, and 
that Lho chance, in spite of themsel- 
ves, should he given to Government, 
to place themselves right on tho In- 
dian question and— shall I say it V — I 
dared to hope that after all, afler 
Mr. Walkem had succeeded in con- 
vincing tho Committee that tho report 
should be dressed in Walkem green in- 
stead of Mackenzie tartan, that Mr. 
Speaker might tako the chair on pro- 
rogation day a fevr minutes boforo 
His Honor's arrival, aud allow tho re- 
port to he made. I know it was a 
forlorn hope, and it proved to bo very 
forlorn indeed. 

At half past live o'clock a. m. of the 
day boforo prorogation I asked Mr. 
Beaven to como at 10 o'clock a. m. of 
same day to furnish tho information ho 
and Iho Premier hud promised. Ho 
said he would not; he wanted to sleep.- 
I answered, so did I, but when occa- 
sion requiiod I could mako sleep sub- 
servient to ray will. Punctually at 10 
o'clock, I presented mysolf at the oom- 
mittoo room, and shortly afterwards 
all tho other members with the excep- 
tion of Messrs. Walkem aud Boavou 
made their appearance. Wo talked 
tho matter ovor some timo, and ad- 
jbrned until 10 o'clock a. in. of proro- 
gation day. At that hour Messrs. 
Walkem and Beaven again failed to 
appear. At 11 o'clock thoy wero still ab- 
sent. At 12 they were not forthcoming, 
but at half-past 12 o'clock, littorally at 
tho last minute, after tho Committee 
had agreed upon their final report, 
when there was barely timo left to 
copy tho report, snatch a hasty luuch, 
and dress for Iho prorogation cere- 
mony, after having, while there was 
yet timo, again, and again, and again 
persistently refused to attend all pre- 
vious meetings of tho Committee, when 
hiH imperial a witness would have beon 
heard with pleasure, when it was oven 
past tho eloventh hour, Mr Beaven 



The report which tho Comn it.ee 
had agreed upon was thou read to 
him, and ho objected to it, saying he 
had wituosses he wished to bo ex 
amined, and he had documents in tli( 
Land Cflioe ho wished to have inspect- 
ed.— On that ore point the "Standard 
is substantially correct. But ho was 
not told the Committeo "wanted no 
evidenco." Ho was.howover.informed 
that it was thou too late to open up 
the question anew; that to do so 
would simply havo the effect of pre- 
venting the possibility of making n 
report to tho Houso, and that, as wd 
had been instructed by the Houso to 
report to it, it was our hounden duty 
to make an effort to do so. Ho was 
reminded of the fact that ho had neg- 
lected to attend all of the many pre- 
vious meetings of tho Committee, and 
ho was told that as he-did not concur 
in tho roport as drawn, it should bo 
altered, so a3 to bo a four-fifths major- 
ity report, and that, of course, it was 
left for him, if he thought proper, to 
make out a minority roport of oue, 
based on the information ho claimed 
to possess upon the subject, — which 
information ho had so sodulously kept 
to himself. As has already been stat- 
ed by you, Mr. Editor, Mr. Beaven 
intimated that it would be all the 
same, as we should not have an op- 
portunity to report any how. Tho re- 
sult proved that bo spoko advisodly. 
We did not get a chance to report, and I 
leave it to you, Sir, and to an intelligent 
public to determine whoso fault it 
was. 

Tho apology attempted to be mado for 
the neglect of tho two ministers to attend 
tho meetings of the Committee, is very 
lame, indeed. Why. sL\ three out of the 
four of tho other Committee-men, viz: 
M-sbbi's. McJreight, Tolmie, and myself, 
wero on moro select committees than any 
other member of tho House. I believe 
each of us wero on as many as Messrs. 
Walkem aud Beaven put together; and I 
venture to say that not ono of us neglect- 
ed to attend a single committee to which 
wo wero appointed. 

Lot thorn disguise it as they may, the 
fact remains. and was transparent through- 
out tho entire proceedings on the Indian 
Question, that the Government were de- 
termined to frustrate tho attempt made 
to arrive at a satisfactory solution of tho 
Indun trouble; and thiB too, — not by a 
manly, straightforward, honorable oppo- 
sition, but by shifting, twisting, artful 
dodging. 

I must apologise for trespassing upon 
jour spaco bo much. I feel assured, 
however, you will willingly afford this 
opportunity of removing from my fellow- 
Committee-men the stigma of partiality 
and high-handedness cast upon thorn by 
tho writer of tho Standard's leading arti- 
cle. 

I have no doubt your renders will read- 
ily perceive how thoroughly the "boot is 
on tho other log."

Eastern States- 

Buffalo, May 6— There is no chance 
in the prospect for Lake navigation to 
open at this end. Tho harbor is closed 
up with ice.

Under tho most 
favorable circumstances Buffalo harbor 
will not be open for ten davs yet.

Wilkbsbabre, Pa.. May 7. — A proces- 
sion of from 50 to 1U0 miners with torch- 
es, and srmed with guns, revolvers and 
cluba, marched to the dwellings of tho 
men working in Hutchinson A' Hayncs' 
mines, and gave them notice to quit on 
penalty of death.

Europe. 

London, May 0. — J>i.-raeli said in tho 
Commons to-day, in response to an in 
duiry of tho Marquis of Hartington, that 
thore was no immediate prospect of re- 
suming tho debate which was unexpect- 
edly terminated on Tuesday, on the sub 
joct of priyileges of the House. Ho in- 
tended, however, when attention was 
again called to the presence of strangers 
that a division bo takon to decide whether 
tho gallories should be cleared. The 
Government was charged with wasting 
timo over the question of privileges, but 
opposition to tho Irish Peaeo Preserva- 
tion bill was the real obstruction. Irish 
members were justified in opposing it and 
the Government wero equally justified 
in seeking to havo it passed. 

Disraali allowed for a fear of opposi- 
tion; ho believed it would bo possible to 
prorogue Parliament in July. The Gov- 
ernment had determined to pass all its 
measures, even if in order to do so, it 
should find it to bo its duty to advise the 
Queeu not to prorogue tho session till all 
of them had received tho royal sanction, 
He added thai Government intended to 



London May 8,-In tho Commons last 
mght iu tho discussion of the budget 
Gladstone censured the method of statW 
the Treasury accounts, whereby, he said! 
deficiencies were concealed. He pointed 
out that the expenditures had inoreased 
during tho year of the Conservative Gov- 
ernment, £130,000. He oontended that 
counting interest on loans, interest on 
defloienoies.the eavings banks and friend- 
ly societies accounts, which are not men- 
tioned in the budget, the educational 
charges, etc., no surplus existed. 

Robert Lowe said a budget of that 
character was unworthy the confidence of 
the Houso. Northoota had manipulated 
his account and produced a fictitious 
surplus. Ho said the Liborals had paid 
thirty millions of pounds of the publio 
debt and loft the surplus in the Treasury, 
which tho present Government has. That 
deficit was a national calamity and there 
ought to bo a surplus. 

The House of Commons will adjourn 
from tho 13th to the 20th.
